SCHLKY'S VINDICATION. 


It seems to be a difficult matter to 


impress upon the Navy Department the 
fact that the people are thoroughly 
satisfied with the conduct of Admiral 
Sohley at Santiago. The people care 
very little about the conversation that 
took plane between Admiral Sohley and 
Lieutenant-Commander Hodgson on 
the bridge of the Brooklyn during the 
butle of July 3d. Whether the Ad- 
mit »i said "Bard aport" or"starboard-' 
at that critical juncture, when the air 
was full of bursting shells and the 
Spanish ships were trying to escape, 
is of no concern to the public that 
doasn't know starboard from meat-ax. 
Tbe particular thing that interests the 
paople is the fact that Admiral Sohley 
W4S on the Brooklyn's bridge at that 
particular time; that the Brooklyn was 
in front of Santiago harbor, and that 
it helped toss enough shells into the 
retreating enemy to change the map of 
the hemisphere and to make history 
that will be read with pride by his 
children's 
children.—Chicago Times-

TO BE RAILROADED THROUGH. 


The currency reform measure de- 


cided upon at the Atlantic City caucus 
of Bepublican Congressmen requires 
all bonds to be paid in gold, it grants a 
monopoly of paper currency to the 
national banks; it proposes to retire 
all geeenbacks and to legalize the ex- 
istine gold standard. 


The intention is to call the Kepnbh- 


can members of the House together 
just before Congress meets and have 
them agree to a bill of that kind as a 
party measure. This action, it 
is 


pointed out by the Shylooke, would 
obviate the necessity of referring the 
bill to any committee, and thus open 
the way for its immediate passage 
through the House, in fact to railroad 
it through Congress without delibera- 
tion or debate. 


With such a bill already dratted, ap- 


proved by Mark Hanna and the Presi- 
dent—a bill to fasten the single gold 
standard securely upon the republic 
and to place the regulation of the vol- 
ume of circulating medium in the 
hands of the bankers— who is he that 
tells tbe people "it is useless to make 
another stand for silver in this country 
until conditions change ? " Who would 
give aid and encouragement to the 
Koldbugs when they are preparing to 
deprive the people of their last chance 
to strnggle for ti principle ? Certainly 
no loyal friend of silver would think 
of such a thing.

bulletin gave forecast of the Btorm 
wave to cross tbe continent from 12th 
to 16th and 18th to 22d. 


The next disturbance will reach the 


Pacific Coast about July 23rd, cross 
weat of Rockies country by the close 
of 24th, great central valleya 25th to 
27th, Eastern Statea 28tb. 


Warm wave will cross west of Rock- 


ies country about July 23rd, great cen- 
tral valleya 25tb, Eastern States 27th. 


Cool ware will crosa west of Rockies 


country about the 26th, great central 
valleys 28tb, Eastern States 30tb. 


Temperature for the week ending 8 


A. M. July 31st will agerage about nor- 
mal east of the Rookies and below 
west. Rainfall for the same period will 
be about normal east of tbe Rockies 
and below west. 


The Northern State are now near the 


hottest part of tbe summer. I have 
calculated that the turn would come 
near July 20th. While July ia the hot- 
teat month in the year as a general 
average, it is not always the hottest, 
June and August often being the 
warmest months. 
There is no regu- 


larity aa to what part of July will be 
the warmest and therefore to calculate 
the hottest month and particularly 
the hottest days of that hot month, 
are among the greatest difficulties of 
weather forecasting. 


In my charts, and in all other fore- 


casts, tbe dai?aare given for the 90th 
meridian—ne r the general line of the 
Missippi riv.i.1—when not otherwise 
designated. 


The sun reaches its northermost 


point aud we have our longest days 
about June 201!', but in tha long aver- 
age, the hottest part of the year cornea 
nearly a month later in the Northern 
States, The high temperature average 
comes a little earlier in the Southern 
States. 


All calculations for July of this year 


indicated that the month would aver- 
age above normal temperature ia the 
upper lake regions and north of that 
in Canada, tbe average temperature 
gradually falling farther aouth to be- 
low normal in the lower Mississippi 
Valley. 


The great temperature fall of June 


began about the 20tb, that of July will 
begin very near the 20th, and will go to 
a low temperature during the flrat 
daya of August.

For Working Copper Ore. 


J. M. Libby, who graduated last year 


at the State University is experiment- 
ing with a new process for working low 
grade copper ore. It is first ohlorin- 
ized and then leached with water, and 
tbe copper taken from the solution by 
means of electricity. The gold and 
silver in the tailings are extracted by 
a cyanide process. Experiments on a 
small scale have proved entirely suc- 
cessful, and Mr. Libby ia now engaged 
in working 1000 pounds of Peavine ore 
which will probably thoroughly test 
the value of the process.
